Metallurgy facility 
dedicated by company

steel to’over 90 percent when it 
starts up in mid-1987; and another 
ladle metallurgy station scheduled 


to go-on-stream in the first quarter 


of 1987, at Great Lakes. 

In the ladle metallurgy process, 
237 tons of molten steel are transfer- 
red from the basic oxygen furnace 
(BOF) to the metallurgy station in a 
huge ladle. 

After the ladle is lifted into posi- 
tion, argon gas is injected through a 
lance to stir the liquid steel. 

ASAMPLE of the steel is taken to 
determine its exact chemical com- 
position, and. then operators, 
through the use of sophisticated 
computer equipment, add exact 
amounts of alloys to refine the 
chemical composition. 

“Ladle metallurgy permits 
refinements of the chemical com- 
position of the steel just before it is 
cast,’ said Masaharu Ito, National’s 
vice president of technology 

*".With these last-minute 
refinements, 
customers not only the exact 
chemical composition they need, but 
exceptionally clean steel, too, with a 
sulfur content as low as is possible 
anywhere in the world today.” 

ITO ADDED that the use of ladle 
metallurgy provides distinct advan- 
tages for manufacturers that re- 
quire high-quality steels. 

“At the ladle metallurgy station, 
we can also significantly lower the 











sulfur content of the steel, to as low “ 


as .002 percent,” said Ito. 

“This low-sulfur steel is especially 
important to automotive, canmak- 
ing and pipe and tube customers who 
subject steel to severe drawing and 
forming stresses in their manufac: 
turing process.”’ 

With the ladle metallurgy station, 
the steel’s exact*chemical composi- 
tion can also be controlled more 
precisely. So, the range of alloys in 
the steel is restricted to a much nar- 
rower band that conforms more 
closely to tight customer specifica- 
tions, it was explained. 

THE STEEL ALSO has fewer im- 
purities after the process, the result 
of a slag skimming system built into 
the ladle station, and the argon gas 
injection system. 

“What you have isa high-quality 
steel] that Will perform better during 
the | customer's, manufacturing 
operations, ‘helping to improve 
customer yields during production 
runs,”’ Ito added. 

In February, seven .of National's 
operating and maintenance 
employees traveled to Japan to train 
on a similar Nippon Kokan ladle 
metallurgy station. The training 
took two weeks. 

CONSTRUCTION of the ladle 
metallurgy station provided 50 con- 
struction jobs over a 12-month 
period. 

National Steel is jointly owned by 
National Intergroup Inc. of Pitt- 
sburgh and Nippon Kokan of Japan.
